'I'lll'. KARL ot UALLOWAV'S ACQUITTAL. 

The scene in the court -room at Dum- 
fries on Monday, when the jury in the 
case of the Earl of Galloway, charged 
with indecent behaviour towards girls of 
tender years, brought ill their verdict 
of acquittal, was one rarely witnessed 
in a criminal court in this country. The 
guilt uf the accused seemed so clearly 
established, even by bis own evidence, 
as it was allowed to lilter through the 
objections of the six eminent counsel 
for the defence, that those present in 
the court-room, most of whom were 
friends and relatives of the little gills 
whom the aged noble was charged with 
abusing, took no pains to conceal their 
disgust with the verdict. The announce- 
ment of the verdict was a signal for 
loud expression of disapproval from 
the benches where the spectators 
were seated, and the frowns 
and threats of the presiding judge 
were of no avail to suppress the 
cries of ''shame," "shame," uttered by 
the dozens of indignant persons, in 
London the news of the verdict was re- 
ceived with great indignation among the 
common people, and it is pointed out 
that, had the accused been any thing but 
a great nobleman, the evidence brought 
out would have been sufficient to con- 
vict him a dozen times over. The Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, who has manifested 
great interest in the case ever since the 
charges were first brought, hurried to 
London so as to receive the fullest news 
of the result of tho trial. When in- 
formed that Galloway had been acquit- 
ted he received the news with every 
evidence of satisfaction. The earl's 
best friends scarcely hoped for more

THE SILENT CITY. 

The Photograph Proves to be that of an 
Old Part of Bristol, England. 

Several months has passed since the 
world has been informed through the 
medium of the press of Prof. Willough- 
by's alleged mirage photograph, "The 
Silent City," said to have been taken at 
Glaoier Pay iu Alaska. Much has been 
written and printed upon the subject 
and all manner of conjectures have been 
made, Loth as to the genuineness of the 
niirage and the locality or city repre- 
sented in the photograph. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of the 
lllh inst. says: "W. O. Stuart, an 
employe of Wells, Fargo & Co., saw a 
copy of the mirage photograph in a 
Montgomery street shop window yester- 
day and in an instant recognized the 
locality represented in the picture. For 
two or t hree years Mr. Stuart was con- 
sul clerk under United States Consul 
Luthrop at Bristol, England. He was 
perfectly familiar with that city and at 
once recognized the photograph of 'The 
Silent City' as that of Bristol, England. 

Mr. Stuart said the photograph repre- 
sents an old portion of the city, the 
view being from a public park on Bran- 
don hill. There is a Catholic cathedral 
there, the main building of which was 
completed about two centuries ago. 
dust before he left Bristol, two years 
ago, work was being commenced on the 
two towers, and the scaffolding was 
built just as it was represented in 'The 
Silent City.' In the photograph alleged 
to be taken in Alaska, is a large build- 
ing to the left of the cathedral. This is 
Ihi! Royal Hotel. Just in front of the 
hotel is u square known as College 
Green. The Avon river runs through 
the city, and the shipping is to be seen 
there right in the heart of the city, just 
as it is depicted in the Alaska photo- 
graph-" 

THE MARY ELLEN'S CRUISE. 

Capt. Alex. McLean Hays He Did Nat Enter 
Bearing's Sea— Rough Experience of 
Two of Hli Hunters. 

As already reported, the sealing 
schooner Mary Ellen, Capt. Alex. Mc- 
Lean, arrived at San Francisco on the 
9th inst., thirty-four days from Sand 
Point. To a reporter of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, Capt. McLean account- 
ed for hi* schooner's long voyage by 
saying that she had head winds nearly 
all the way down. She put in at the 
Gulf of South Alaska on the way, and 
Capt. McLean went on a prospecting 
tour. He was convinced that there was 
good mineral ground in the region of 
the gulf, and there he spent several 
days, locating claims. Two men 
were left iu charge of the mines 
and the Mary Ellen sailed for San 
Francisco. She brought down over 
1, SOt) skins as a result of tho season's 
work. Capt. McLean said that the 
sealing business had, on the whole, been 
a failure this season, not over hulf a 
dozen vessels having made any money 
for their owners. He considered the 
cruise of the Mury Ellen an unsuccess- 
ful one, as this was the least paying 
trip she has ever made. Plenty of seals 
were sighted, but the weather was un- 
favorable for the hunt. However, the 
schooner will yield something over $10,- 
000, for her owners. The trip of the 
Mary Kllen since she left Sand Point 
has been a rough one. Several gale; 
from the southeast were encountered, 
the heaviest of which was the storm of 
Sunday, the oth inst. 

Captain McLaren says that be did not 
go into Beh ring's Sea. He probably 
lost his latitude, for there were some 
Bebring's Sea souls that came his way. 

On the 15th of August, when the 
Mary Kllen wus very close to Bebring's 
Sea, two hunters were out in a small 
boat in the morning and they did not 
return to the schooner. The Mary Ellen 
lny around the spot for four days, but 
the missing hunters were not seen 
again. The names of the men were 
George Roberts and Arthur Pennell. 
About half an hour after the Mary 
Kllen arrived at San Francisco the scaler 
San Diego was reported. She bad the 
missing men on board, und they boblied 
up serenely during the afternoon at the 
store of Ross & Hewlett, to the groat 
surprise and joy of their shipmates. 

Roberts was seen by a Chronicle re- 
porter, to whom he related the story of 
the adventure. 

"It was about 9 o'clock on tha morn- 
ing of August 15th," said be, "when 
Pennell and I left the Mary Ellen to 
hunt for seals. We hud no more pro- 
visions and water on board than were 
necessary for a few hours' sail. Shortly 
after wc left a fog came up, but us we 
thought thnt wc knew the location of 
the vessel we paid ne attention to it. 
We killed several seals and then I 
thought that it was time to return to 
the schooner. We beaded for the direc- 
tion we thought she wus in, but the 
hours passed and we saw no vvssol. The 
course we steered was according to our 
best judgment, as we had no compass! 
When we thought we had gone far 
enough wc begun to shout, but we re- 
ceived no answer. The night came on 
and wc hud no more idea of our position 
than the man in the moon, except that 
we knew that the Mary Ellen was about 
140 miles from the shore. 

"We suilcd the little boat all night, 
taking our watches in turn, and as the 
sun rose the fog partially cleared up, 
but left us no better oil' than before. 
We had nothing to cat and were abso- 
lutely without a drop of water. The 
sun beat down upon us with great 
Warmth and our lips and throats were, 
parched. It looked like all day with 
us, but we still kept on hoping against 
hope. The day passed miserably and 
nighi fell again, and it was cold enough, 
too, I can tell you. We sailed through 
the night hardly speaking a word, let- 
ting the wind carry us where it would. 
Providence favored us, for after being 
exposed to the cold of three nights and 
the broiling sun of four days our little 
craft finally ran ashore at a place called 
Fulls Pass, on Uniuiak island in the 
Behi'ing Sou. 

"We wore nearly dead from exhaus- 
tion, and bow we managed to get our 
breakfast, und Horumblo ashore is a won- 
der.

The car hud reached the top of the in- 
cline when the rope broke and there was 
nothing to hold the truck. It came 
crashing down and ran into the passeu 
ger station and otiice below. There 
were nine passengers on board and five 
were killed. A. D. Sieglcr, an eye 
witness of the accident, said: "I was 
standing at the bottom of the incline, 
just after the other cur had gono up, 
when suddenly I heard a tremendous 
shouting, I looked around to sec what 
was tho cause and saw that the car at 
the top of the incline had broken 
loose and was coming down like a 
Hash. It went faster than any- 
thing I ever saw on wheels before. When 
it struck the bottom, there was a ter- 
rific crash, und the big wooden bump- 
er, shod with iron, was crushed 
into kindling wood ; while the 
ear itself was dashed into pieces. The 
wreck was instantaneous and complete. 
Pieces of Hying wood filled all the space 
at the foot of the incline, clearing the 
way before them, and as many people were 
hurt at the bottom of the incline by 
those pieces of flying wood as were hurt 
iu the cur itself." Six people, four of 
tin iu ladies, were taken to the hospital 
badly wounded. The accident wus 
caused by the engineer failing to slacken 
the sliced of the car, and it struck the 
bumpers at the top with siuh force as to 
break both active and safety cables.

Harrowing Scenes at the Mouth of the 
Pit, Where the Bodies are 
Laid in Rows. 



London, Oct. 16.— An explosiou oc- 
curred in the Bontille colliery ut Long- 
ton, Staffordshire, early this morning. 
Seventy nion were in the pit at the 
time of the explosion. None, it is be- 
lieved, have survived. The pit is com- 
pletely wrecked, and the search for the 
bodies is attended with great difficulty. 
A largo force of men is engaged in clear- 
ing away thu debris and endeavoring to 
reach the dead and dying miners, Men 
engaged in seurcbing for victims of the 
explosion have found uO bodies of desd 
miners. 

Later — Search for the bodies of the 
other victims of the colliery explosion 
to-day had to be abandoned us tho tire 
damp made it impossible to proceed 
with the work. Fifty bodies have so 
far been taken out. No one has been 
identified, us the features in every 
case were so frightfully burned 
that recognition, even by those 
nearest und dearest, proved im- 
possible. In most cases the clothing 
was completely burned off the bodies of 
the victims, and it is feared that but 
few of the fifty scorched bodies now 
lying in two rows on each aide of the 
road a few feet from the mouth of the 
shaft will ever be identified by the wives 
and mothers whose wails for their dcud 
are ringing out everywhere. It is cer- 
tain there ure ten more bodies in the 
mine, und it is rumored now that the 
number of men at work when the ex- 
explosion occurred largely exceeded the 
figure given by the officials. The first 
report said sixty men all told were ut 
the bottom of the shaft; but it is stated 
by some that the number will bo much 
nearer 100. This statement is to some 
extent born out by the fuct tbs.t fifty 
bodies were recovered so quickly. The 
seurchers suy there ure certainly more 
than ten victims stil left at the foot of 
the shaft. An old man and his three 
sons, who were in the mine when the 
explosion occurred were lost, and when 
the news was brought to tho old man's 
wife, another of the boys, and the only 
surviving member of the fumily, dropped 
dead almost without a word, the shock 
having killed him.

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M'CARTJJY IN MONTREAL. 

Mr. Dalton McCarthy delivered ! 
speech in the Queen's Hall, Montreal 
on tho evening of the Sth inat., which 
must have been rather disappointing 
to tho most enthusiastic of the Anti 
Jesuit agitators. The speech wus i 
calm, dispassionate, lawyer-like utter- 
ance. It showed very clearly that the 
speaker does not intend to proceed to 
any great lengths in his advocacy of 
equal rights. 

Mr. McCarthy svius judiciously reti 
cent with respect to tho action taken by 
the Government of the Dominion with 
respect to the Jesuits' Estates Act. He 
did not speak harshly of Sir John Mac 
donald, in fact lie hardly mentioned his 
name, and he declared that the Cover 
nor-Gencrul could not have taken any 
other course than lie did. What he said 
on this part of his subject is worth 
quoting. After alluding to the deputa- 
tion which waited upon His Excellency 
at Quebec, ho went on to say: 

"I desire here to s»y publicly that 1 
have no quarrel with His Excellency, 
Lord Stanley, for the course he thought 
fit to take when lie followed the advice 
of his Cabinet, for, by the terms of th 
constitution under which we live, h 
had no alternative between accepting 
tho advice tendered by his own cabinet 
or seeking other advisers from tl 
Opposition. We recognize, first an 
foremost, that we tire a free people at 
that the Governor-General from his high 
position in our midst is expected only t 
give effect to the opinions formulated by 
his constitutional advisers, and wi 
would denounce and decry any Govern 
or-General who would step outside lib 
prerogatives, for although it may benefit 
us in one instance it would eventually 
deprivo us of the much cherished privi- 
leges exercised by us under the British 
Constitution and the rule of responsible 
Government. " 

This is the proper ground to take and 
we trust that Bon<e of Mr. McCarthy's 
followers and admirers will profit by 
the lesson lie lias taught them on con- 
stitutional government and the extent 
of the powers of the Governor-General. 

Mr. McCarthy occupied the greater 
part of his timo in showing that the 
stand taken by the Liberal Party with 
regard to the veto power is not sound, 
and is inconsistent with their action 
when they were in power and found it 
necessary to review lie legislation ' of 
tho different provinces. They then 
considered themselves obliged to veto 
several laws that had been passed by 
different provincial legislatures on 
grounds other than their constitution- 
ality. 

This question of tho exorcise of the 
power of tho veto is one of very great im- 
portance. No province likes to have its 
legislation interfered with. Each con- 
siders itself competent within its own 
jurisdiction to manage its own affairs, 
und when the Dominion disallows acts 
which are purely local in their charac- 
ter and well within tho powers of the 
provincial legislature, the people of the 
prpvinco whose law has been disallowed, 
are apt to complain und to feel that the 
Gonoral Government has made an unfair 
u»e of the veto power. They say "why 
have exclusive powers been extended to 
us by the constitution if the ministry ol 
the day can by disallowing our legis 
lation virtually uke from us what n 
granted by tho constitution ?" There u 
reason in this complaint, and it is ad- 
mitted on all hands that the power ol 
disallowanco is one that should be «.\- 
erciBcd with very great discretion. The 
contention of some Liberals is that ii 
should not be exercised at all on law.' 
that are within the competency of tin 
provincial legislature. They would hftv< 
the power of tho veto to become in Can 
ada what it is practically in Great Brit 
ain — a constitutional fiction. The sov- 
ereign of Great Britain has theoretically 
the power to veto any law that tin 
Lords and Commons may pass, but 
practically it is a power never UBod. 

It seems to us that if the choice ol 
the two extremes were offered to tin 
people of tho Dominion — to allow the 
Veto power to fall entirely into disuse, 
or to permit the general government to 
be continually nullifying the acts of thi 
provincial legislatures, they would 
greatly prefer the former alternative. 
But the question to be considered is, 
may there not bo occasions in which it 
would bo best for tho whole Dominion 
that tho Governor-General should 
exercise tho power of ilisalow 
unce? No one approves of the meddle- 
some interference of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. But is there not an interfer- 
ence which is not only not meddlesome, 
but necessary for the welfare of tho Dom- 
inion as a whole V Mr. McCarthy was 
not very definite. He did not show his 
hearers when the veto might he used; 



and when it ought not to be resorted to. 
It is quite possible that if he attempted 
to ',lo this he would get into a tangle 
out of .which ho would find it difficult to 
extricate himself. Ho therefore con- 
tended for the use of the veto in general 
terms. Ho, however, showed very 
clearly that to hold that only thnso laws 
which are unconstitutional may be dis- 
allowed is virtually to do away with tho 
power of disallowance altogether, for a 
law that is unconstitutional is no law at 
all. It has no authority, and will bo 
declared worthless as soon as it is 
tested in the courts. 

It does not scorn very clear from Mr. 
McCarthy's speech what there is left for 
the Equal flights Association to do. He 
spoke of doing away with the dual lan- 
guage in Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories. But that is surely a matter 
which it is safe to leave with the people 
of those parts of tho Dominion. If thoy 
do not want tho French to bo used as 
an oilicial language and signify their de- 
sire in the proper and constitutional 
way, it is not .likely that tho Federal 
Parliament will undertake to force it 
upon them. Tho same may bo said of 
separate schools. The kind of educa- 
tion that tho people of a province shall 
have should be loft to them to decide. 
The people of the whole Dominion have 
no just right to force upon the inhabit- 
ants of any province a public school sys- 
tem that is obnoxious to them. Each 
province should bo free to choose the 
system which the majority of its popu 
I. it ion like best. If thoy are in earnest 
in tho matter they can assort their right 
successfully without the interference of 
outsiders. As far as we can see all that 
Mr. McCarthy proposes is to aid the 
people of the Northwest Territories and 
Manitoba to get rid of the official use of 
two languages and the separate school 
system.

"It is agreed that tho re- 
spective subjects of the High Contract- 
ing Parties shall not be troubled or mo- 
lested in any part of the ocean, com- 
monly called tho Pacific Ocean, either 
in navigating the same, in fishing 
therein, or in landing at such parts of 
the coasts as shall not have been already 
occupied, in order to trade with thu 
natives, under tho restrictions and con- 
ditions specified in tho following ar- 
ticles." 

Here we find that lonir previous to 
the purohase of Alaska by the United 
States the right of British subjects to 
tish in Koliring's was acknowledged 
without limit or condition. Russia 
had renounced its claim to exclusive 
jurisdiction. It never did possess it, it 
nover, according to the highest authori- 
ties, American us well as others, could 
possess it. Yot somo of our American 
neighbors, in the face of this evidence, 
have the assurance to claim that tho 
United States obtained the right to ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over tho waters of 
Behring's Sea when it purchased 
Alaska and the Islands adjacent there- 
to ! 

There is published in the same shoots 
a despatch from Lord Salisbury to Sir 
L Suckvillo West, in which ho discusses 
the claim of the United States to the 
sovereignity of Behring's Sea with great 
ability, and exposes its utter absurdity, 
h) is satisfactory to know that the 
British Premier is well acquainted with 
tho merits of the Behring's Sea question..

RUSSIAN PRETENSIONS. 

We see in Diplomatic Fly Sheets, 
published in London, an article headed 
'Alaska — a reminiscence of a Russian 
diplomatic imposture." The article is 
interesting to British Columbians, as it 
gives the history of tho American claim 
to jurisdiction over Behring's Sea. Its 
introduction is the following quotation 
from Kent's Commentaries: 

"Tho open sea is not capable of being 
possessed as private property. The 
free use of the ocean for navigation and 

fishing is common to all mankind, and 
public jurists generally and explicitly 
deny that the main ocean can ever bo 
ippropriated." 

This is the law of nations with regard 
to tho ocean, and it is acknowledged by 
Americans to be sound. Yet their claim 
to sovereignty over the waters of Beh- 
ring's Sea is in direct opposition to tho 
decision of their own greatest jurist. 
But they do this on the pretence that 
they .bought the right from Russia, 
lint, according to Kent, Russia could 
not possess the right of sovereignty to 
any part of the high seas, and how 
could she sell to tho United States what 
neither she, nor any other nation, can 
own ? 

In tho paper before us we find tho 
foundation to tho claim. It is contained 
in a ukase issued by the Czar of Russia 
sixty-eight years ago. Here are two of 
the articles of that precious document 
"September, 1821. 

1. "It is permitted only to_Kussiui 
subjects in commerce, in the fishing 
the whale and of other fishes, and in 
any branch of industry whatever, in the 
islands, ports and gulfs in generul 
along tho northwest coasts of America, 
beginning from Behring Strait so far as 
31 north latitude, as well as along the 
Aleutian Isles and on the eastern coast 
of Siberia and of the Kurile Islands, 
that is to say from Behring Strait so 
far as the south Cape of the island 
Ouroup, that is to say, as far as 45° 41 
north latitude. 

2. "Consequently it is forbidden to 
every foreign vessel to laud at the Ru 
sian establishments designated in the 
preceding paragraph, and to approach 
them at a distance of less than 100 Ital 
ion miles. Every one infringing this 
order will forfeit his cargo." 

This then, is tho Russian claim from 
Behring Strait to tho parallel of lati 
tude 4.V on the American side of the 
sea, and from the Strait to latitude 45°4l 
on the Asiatic side. A lino drawn acrosi 
the ocean, connecting these two point: 
some .'(,400 miles long wus the southen 
boundary of Russia's Pucific Reserve. 
From that lino to Behring Strait Russia 
proclaimed itself lord of tho fish am 
other creatures that inhabit the sea 
great and small, and tho land animals 
No one on pain of forfeiture was to ap- 
proach within 100 Italian miles of tho 
shore oil either Hide. It will he no 
ticed that in the .second para 
graph the clever Russian alludet 
to his "establishments" along the 
coasts to tho points specified. Here is 
where the fraud comes in. It is well 
known that Russia possessed but a few 
scattered establishments on this side of 
the ocean and none of them so far south 
as latitude 51'; yet its government tried 
to make the world believe that it occu- 
pied the coast of America that distance 
south, and on that falso assumption 
founded its claim to the sovereignty of 
immense expanse of the Pucific 
ocean. The "Fly Sheets" say "Her 
grand idea was a diplomatic imposture. 
She pretended that she possessed whole 
coasts on which she had only a few 
paltry settlements, and she declared, in 
claiming tho North Pacific as a close 
sea, she was only carrying out the prin- 
ciple by which the Sea of Marmora is 
IJowed to be a close sea, making no 
difference between an entrance only six 
miles wide und one which in latitude 
61° stretches across- 78* of longitude, or 
3,400 miles. 

Great Britain and tho United States 
protested vigorously against tho inordi- 
nate claim made by Russia. They both, 
at first together and afterwards sepa- 
rately, made such strong representations 
to tho Russian Government that it felt 
itself under the necessity of withdrawing 
its claim to sovereignty over a great 
part of tho Pacific Ocean. Russia made 
treaties with both tho powers in which 
the right of their citizens and subjects 
to uso the North Pacific from Bohring'.J 
Strait south was freely accorded. Here 
are extracts from the two treaties. The 
reader will observe tho dates and will, 
after ho has road them carofully, goo 
how much of tho sovereignty of tho 
OOean Russia had left to sell. Tho re- 
strictions and conditions had reference 
to tho land occupied by Russia, and not 
to the sea i

But at the lute election in Montana the 
Australian system worked very well 

Comparatively few ballots were spoiled, 

and the voters had the satisfaction of 
knowing that thoy hail not been chea 
out of their votes by any of the tricks 
so generally resorted to under the old 
system.

A Mow Product That the Hebrew 
Housewife Will Bless. 



The Trouble Jewish Cook* Are Put To In 
Preparing Komi- Substitute! for turd— 
Clooso Grouse unit Hoer rut Sup- 
planted by Cotton-Seed Oil. 

In n recent issuo tlio editor of the Hcbrow 
Journal lmulo this statement: 

"Tlio othor day I rocolvod a clrcularextoll- 
iiik tlio merits ot lioslior lurd, that Is, lira 
Dluda from cotton oil. And now tlio only t!i tip. 
loltlbr tlio Ingenuity of tlio American Invcutot 
Is to discover some process liy which bacon lind 
hum can bo ronderod kosher enough to liuoi 
with the approval ot itubbl Joseph bimsel!.'' 

Tn the Christian reader this probably has 
Hi i In significance, but it means a great donl 
In the Jew. For many generations the Jew 
ish housewife has been beset with vexations 
mill difficulties from which her Christian sis 
to)' was altogether free The Mosaic laws, 
with their minute regulations corico 
both the preparation and serving of food, 
hampered her in many respects and made 
for her much labor that would, without 
their interference have been unnecessary 
Of course, every body knows that porl 
does not enter into the Jewish house, but 
further than that the knowledge of only tl 
minority outside the fa|th extends. C!;ii|ili 
xi. of Leviticus contains a bewildering li 
or animals, fowl and fish that were declared 
Unclean, but the restrictions that appear in 
the Bible /wore of little moment compared 
with the many that were udded afterward 
by Hie rabbis or wise men, so that now the 
orthodox Jewess stands in continual f 
transgressing somo of the regulations of 
Hie household as they are laid down by 
Rabbi Joseph and his kind. 

The ban against the hog was pronounced 
in the sentence that forbade the eating of 
any animal that did not divide Its hoof, and 
also chow its cud. This, of course, rt:li'd 
against the fat of the hog also, and never 
has lurd been used by any Jew; who ut. all 
respected the tenets of his faith. In fact, 
many .lews who have departed from tlio, 
ways of their fathers and who have tin-own 
aside the traditions of their religion would 
not use lurd under any circumstances, and It 
is undoubtedly true that while originally the 
flesh and fat of the hog were considered no 
worse thau those of any other of the forbid- 
den animals, they became many centuries 
ago the most sinful of all in the oyc.s of 
Israelites, and no more severo persecution 
was over attempted by their enemies than 
when they forced tho obnoxious food down 
their abhorrent throats. The New England 
Wife who.has made her toothsome dough- 
nuts and Malty pie-crust with t :.o nid of lard 
will no doubt wonder howany cook could 
ever get along without it; but the Jewish 
cook had to stand even greater privations. 
In making doughnuts and pie-crust she 
could uso butter, provided, however, that 
these dainties were not eaten with any 
oilier dishes that contained meat or its 
products. The rabbis have interpreted the 
Mosaic laws to mean that flesh and milk 
must not be eaten at the same time, and the 
orthodox Jew will not eat them within an 
hour of each other. As butter is tho prod- 
uct of milk, pie-crust containing butter 
could not, of course, be served at any meal 
in which meat was also a part. In fry- 
ing meats their regulation prevented tho 
cook from using butter or lard, and left her 
the choice between vegetable oils and beef 
Tat. 

Even in regard to these there were some 
restrictions. All beef fat is not kosher, or 
clean. All chalet', that is tallow, i* not 
kosher. Chalet includes the fat around the 
intestines and kidneys. Miker, the fat be- 
tween the intestines, is kosher, and this is 
what, the strict Jewish cook lias used mainly 
as long as there is any record. In European 
countries, where the Jews still live together 
tor the most part in certain quarters of Iho 
cities, towns and villages, no other grease- 
is used than the beef fat and goose grease. 
Polish Jews arc especially addicted to the 
use of goose grease, which is very fine and 
much more expensive than lard. German 
Jews use beer rat more. 

In either case the cook tries out all tho 
lat she uses herself, and is thus doubly 
Buro timtit is kosher. In fact, unless liic 
assurance can be given that it has been 
tried out in kosher vessels, and that it, lias 
not come in contact with foreign substances, 
11 would be just as unclean as the h v, i *"'lf. 
Of course, the trying outof the fat menus a 
great deal of extra labor, ami. won with 
keeping two setsof dishes; one for i.iiii: ;:nil 
on" for meat, which were never ailowcO :u 
touch each other, and observing ail i !i i oth- 
er regulations! the Jewish housewife haj 
nearly twice as much work as any other, la 
this country and some of tho southern coun- 
tries of Europe olive oil was used iijstead of 
fat, but not. every body cares to have meals 
prepared in oil, and the use of it was con- 
lined within narrow limits. 

The words of the editor of the Hebrew 
Journal will bring joy to tho hearts <•! all 
Jewish cooks. They mean that one of their 
most vexatious trials iu the past can now 
lie obviated. 

Tin; New York Sun reporter who inspect- 
ed this new "lard" found it very appetis- 
ing in appearance. It resembles ordinary 
lard. It has a slight odor ot the oil, but it 
is not at all objectionable, It is said to be 
made of cotton-seed oil and pure beef fat. 
It sells at the same price us the best lard, 
but the manufacturers claim that it is 
cheaper, inasmuch as it requires a lesser 
quantity to accomplish tho same purpose. 
It iu necessary, in using it, to put, it in a 
cold pan with the moat or other food, and 

let them get hot together. If it, were ;.iit 
ill a hot pan the oil ami fat in the lard 
would separate. Although this hint is 
inado for the use of the community at 
large, mid is not controlled by Hebrews, 
the manufacturers have taken especial 
pains to disseminate their literature on the 
subject, among tho Jews ot the country. 
Their, pamphlets ure all headed with iho 
word "Kosher" in Hebrew characl rs. 
Editor Davis, ol tho Hebrew Journal, Kuid 
to the reporter that the new lard was bi ino 
extensively used by the Jews in this cityj 
and that it was saving labor for a great 
many Jewish cooks.
